1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 14,15,18-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Antipanova et al (SU 1269296; 3/10/96). Antipanova teaches a solution comprising 15-60 wt % 
sulfonylurea compound plus 10-1 5 wt % sodium sulphosuccinate plus 5-30 wt % ethylene glycol 
(additive). See abstract. With respect to the preparation of the liquid composition the simple act 
of mixing and grinding ingredients is well known in the art. 

Claim Objection 

Claims 16,17,29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. The prior art does not teach or suggest the instant invention comprising 
the instant gemini surfactants or sulfosuccinate surfactants. 

Election Requirement 

The elected liquid composition comprising sodium di-(2-ethylhexyl)sulfosuccinate plus 
iodosulfuron-methyl is allowable.
